New York a saler field for recroiting than New
Orleans, As to supplies, it 1 known that he las
proenred enongh ftor his personal sustenance,
good Government rations, denlt nnl nuder gunrd,

Verily here s a vile falling off 'rom the Geoe-
ra] Crawford of a week since, Then the news
wis that this warrior aspired to the leaderghip
ot the Northern Division In the army ol Junrez
—or, =8 the telegraph phrased {t, he was
“wrangling several days with General Escobedo
regarding the command of the Liberal forces.”
Now, the headquariers of that gang of flibus-
ters whom he }mai the nadncity to call " the
American Divigion,” are violently tranaferred to
Fort Jackson, in which stroug position, lets
hope, o goodly percentage of the aforesaid Ameri-
cnn Diviston will soon raly round ther leader.
We have never imuagined Crawtord's “division”
to be much more than a paper force, about

offenge, The damage these men do to the canse
or forees of Maximilisn, or {o Lhe shopkeopars
they plunder, i a small itew, They aim at doing
u serlons wjury 1o tie Umited States, They on-
dgenvor Lo jcopardize the relitions of our country
with toretun pations, They do not hesitateto try
to comphieate our diplomutic relations aod our
governmentl policy., O course, as an ac
tuil faor, the character and scope ol these
mnsutbhorizod uud plundering excursious are Loo
well Enown to give seriong trouble, but the
Intent of che perpemators is no less censurable,
It may be added that o very extraordinary state
ol dizelpline is digelosed as existing among o
part ot the troops on the Kio Grande, to make
these violations of neutrality even possible.  But
the performances of Urawford and his mwen,
though ehietly devised and encourageidl on the
Kio Grande, have doubtless received some stimu-
lug from a misapprehoension of the lecling at the
North. Some of those feverish dpecilutions in
the Mexican loan may have created s wrong iden
of the disposition o1 our peopte. Nor do we
believe that those political sewrees on Sators
day miehts, where, under the general text of
Monroe Doctrine, sentiments of  premature
and unauthorized srmed action on the Mexicun
question are put forth, are caleuiated to have
a good elffcet upon men o the Crawtord stamp.
Many of our people dislike routine, They fret
under the necessary delays attendant on investl-
gation. Accustomed, by four years of extra-
ordinary activity in hostilitles, to a feverish
impatience, they want everything settled at
telegraphic speed.  And some orators, who
renlly know better, encourage this impatience
by representing that the whole question can be
settled any fine morning beiween breaktast and
lunch, and that Maximilian should be picked
up insienter on o sword's point and fung oul of
Mexico.

Backed by the strong
mporting interest, which sells rapidly and at
large profits when the currency is in a tho-
roughly gascous state; the National Banks,
which find or fancy redeeming thelr notes in
puper more profitable thau paying them in coin;
and the folly of those who realize thal they now
sell their labor or produce at high prices, and
forget that they pay hike high prices for every-
thing they buy—then inflationists seem for the
moment 1o huve the ipside track, 1vis satd that
the Commitiee will not report Mr, MeCualloch's
bill, If not, we shull know exactly what they
mean, and elall wy to heve others under-
stand it

The Kvening Post recently proposed that Con-
gress should authorize the Becrelary to tund the
certiticates of indebtedness, seven-thirties, and
interes: notes, bul nof the greenbacks, Yer it
knows 1u-rl‘c~vliy thut only through the tunding
of' the greenbacks can We return to specie pay-
ments, Wihtle seven or eight hundred millions
of these remuin atloat, inflation is a fixed lact.
To fund the greenbacks is the Indisponsable pre-
requisite of resumption.

Our Financial Condition-=How to Retern
« 1o Specie Payments.
From the Herald.

The difficultios which sppear 15 surround the
question of natioual fdnanee will prove more
imaginary than real whea wo apply a little com-
mon sense ta their solution, The greastest trouble
is that the subject has become mystifed und
complicated by the thousand noatrams of wonla-
be Bnancinl doetors, It 1s an inviting theme,
and every little banker or sccountant takags it |

up and thinks his lmited experience in local
business cuables him 1o treat it in & national
roint of view. Thiein a mistake, Nelther such
men, nor the lawyers and politicians whn have
attempted to solve the problem, have sucoeddsd.
Thelr views generally &re too contracted, or
they indulge in theories that have no pradtical
value, “The copsoquence 1s that, with boundlzse
resouroes in the country to promptly moet onr
Labilities, or to discharge them, and return to

gpecie puyments, we are floundering abont in
a sea of uncertzinty, and may end In & universal

wreck,

The original canse of our finaacial troubles
was Mr, Uhnse, DeingSeceetary of the Treasury
when the Govornment required large sums of
money to earry on the war, and not anderdtand.
ine the subject o1 finance, he ftooded the country
with pnrer woney and Inid the foundation of the
nntional bank system, This lawyer Bocretary of
the Treasury was followed by & politician from
Maine, who knew ss Mitle as his predecessor,
Then came (he present Seoretary, n respectuble
banker, who unders:ood Wall strost operations,
hank d incmtuh, and bank circulation, but sgoms
to ;have got beyond his depthin the mazes of
national 1Fr?nnre. He adopts thejold theory of the
bullioniets, enunciat'ng 1t, however, with many
qualllying expressions, and his praciice, from
necessity, is contrary o his theory.

As to Coogress, judging Irom what we have
aoen of the capacity of that hody, there appears
to be n lamentable lack of ability to ireat this
or any other great question in a statesmanlike
maunner, We have hittle hope that our represen-
tatives or officials, apart from the President,
will take n broad common sense view ot the
maotter, unless pressed to do so by the people,
The importance ol the guestion cannot be over-
estimated, cither In its immedine or remots
benrings; nnd it 15 necessary that the vress
should take it up with earnestness, and that
the people should urge #uch measures ne the
countyy reguires,

Ope of the first thines to be done ix to tuke
steps to break up the present svstem ol natlopal
banks, The principle on whicn they are tounded
is radically wrong, The eredit of the Govern-
ment 18 hoang ueed lo the extent of four orfive
bhundred milllons for private benefit, or to enrich
private companies, and neither the Government
nor the people receiving any profit whateyer,
These banks sre allowed to Jdo business on
Government securities, Their gsues are bhased
on these securties, the Governmont furnishing
them with currency, or notes for circulation,
nearly to the full amount deposited. The de-
weited seeurivies, however, are aetiveor produoe-

ive enpltal o= well a8 the notes issued npon thom.,

Thus the natlonal bunks draw six or seven per
cenl, from the Government gs interest on the
spenrities deposited, and make o= much, or more
than that, on the notes for clreulation given to
them by the Government. In other words, the
banks are making st leist from twelve to litteen
per cent, on thelr capital by the favar of the
Governuient, without reckoning the proits of
thelr business in otlier respects, Now, who pays
this? From whom s th g profit deawn? The
peopie, The cirevintion ot these banks will
reach, when dictributed all over the country, in
toquired proporttong, fdve hundred millons,
From this the baukers will draw at loast a clear
yourly incame of sixty to seventy-tive millions
independent < other profits arising from the
bunking busines, Never were capitalisis so in-
vored by a Government belore, It is impossinle
that such sn enormons tux upon the industry of
the country ean continue without the most serfons
congequences; for, niter all, this gisty orsoyventy-
five millions nnnually has to be deawn from the
industry of the country., Dot thia will not be
the only, or perhaps tbe leasl, evil, This na-
tionsl bank system will build up an oli‘,mrolty.
& moneyed power, fur joore formidable than
that of the old national bank which Jackson
strangled. It will keep our inances inflated and
diearranged, and in the end will bring upon ug
both financini aod political trouble, The prople
ought to become enlightened as to its dangerous
charneter, and Congress ought to begin Lo apply
a remwedy either by taxing those bauks out of
existence, as the old banks have beon, or by
some ather equally etlicacious mensure,

Instend o1 withdrawing the legal tenders to
muke way for the eirculation of these enormous
privite companies, the Government should huyve
the benetit of its own cireulation. Congress
has power under the Constitution to coin money,
and i1 it had power to issue legal tenders, or to
issue notes to the national banks, it has power
to make and establish a fxed corrency of Its
own. A buresu could be established at the gest
of government or in this metropolis, with exclu-
sive control over the subject of national finances,
It should have power, under proper provisions
of law, to contract or expand operations accord-
ing to the rates of exchange abroad and the
balances of trade. It could be made to operate
somethig ke the manner in which the Bank of
Engload operntes, only in a more extended and
Fm\'vrlul wany. Our I(eial tenders (and under

his system we suppose there would be no other
national eurrency) would soon be lke the Bank
ol England notes—al par with gold everywhere,
Thia country. then, from its vast resourees and
geopraphnicel position, might become, at no dis-
tant day, the money centre of the world, At
all events, something must be done soon to
correct and establish our moneyed system upon
a sound basis, or we shall be in danger ol both
financinl and politioal troubles,

The Career ol a Female Robber in Mexico.

A woman, named Faliclana Vogas, was lately
sentenced to death at Jalapa, The Mexican
Times,edited by ex-Uovernor Allen,of Louisiana,
BAYEI—

The ecareer of crime which at last leads this
woman to e seatfold is so extraordinnry s to
excite the attention of the entire press of this
city, She was the mistress of one Gonzalez, a
confectioner, and soon after the arrival of a de-
tachment of French troops at Jalspa, in con-
junction with him, mized polson in the food of
the soldiers and killed ten of them. GonZalez
was soon after arested, tried, and executed for
the crime,

Feliciann, suspreting who had denounced
Gonzalez to the nuthoritles, dressed hersell 1o
men’s clothes, enticed him beyond the limits of
the city, and hillvd Lim; but belore doing so she
forced lam to kneel at bher feet, and opening her
borom, exposed her sex, snd cluimed to the
better man of the iwo, Tlis crlme she con-
fessed at the time of her trial, it being unknown
previously.

It would take un foo much space to recount
the many crimes which have been committed
by this woman, aud we pass to the last, and the
one tor which £he lins been condemned—which
wis the robbery ol 5000 in gold and the jewelry
of Benor Acosin on the pight of the 16th of
August last, The family had recently moved

More Mail Robbedes.
THREE BOYH ARRESTHED IN NRW HAVEN.

The New Haven (Ct.) Paladium of Friday
evening sayes:—

Thres boys, sans of respectable citizens, were
arrested yestorday by Deputy Mar-hal Loyejoy,
tor oliaining lettors from the Post Office under
falso pretemses, They oblained nrnmg other
matter, the mail for United dtates Rovenuo
Collector Woodruff. In this mall was a letter
containing a draft tor & large sum—thres thou-
sand dollars, 1t )8 reported. Two of the boys can
hardly have passed their twellth year; the other
s fourteen or filteen, ey are now held for
trial. The facts are those:—

“Recently Ell Whitney, of the Whitney Arms
Uom];lung, hitneyville, missed several letiors
whie ¢ shonld have recelyed through the
mmls, The frequency of these omissions at iaat
led him to suspect his Irish boy, Patrick Sulll-
van, who had a key to the lock-box of the
company, and who was in the habitof b
inf the muils, Ar:t'.ordiu%!‘y Mr, Whitney stepp
into Colonel Wright's office and had a warrant
made out for Bullivan's arrest. Belore, how-
ever, he had arrested Patrick, other de-
velopments came to lght which put the
officer of the lnw on amother ¢cent, Word
was  gent  Mr., Whitney that s boy had
oflered a eheck in favor of Mr, Whimey at the
City Bank, and at the Orange streot Bavings
Bunk, and that ot both plages the oflicers had
refuged o cash it. By dint of inguiry they ascer-
tuined that the name of the boy who had oflered
the check was Frank Hultze, a son of & black-
smith residing on Goorge street. They found
him at the High School on Orange street, Un
being questioned, he sald the check was riven
him by Edward Foote, a son of Joel B, Foole, of
this city. They then went to the school of John
E. Lovell, Ruq., where they found young Foote,
who =aid in turn that he had been given the
check by a boy named Albert Mugiord, To
Muglord next they went. They found him in
the Eaton Bohool, On being informed of the
nature of the business of the Deputy Marshal, he
at once made an open and clear confeasion, sny-
ing that he had taken the check, and that he
had got 1t by means of s key which had boen
dropped on the floor of the schoolrootn by his
seatmnte, the Irish boy Sullivan. This expluined
mattors & little, and of course exoncrmted the
euspected 1rish Ind,

“Mugtord was then taken into custody,  He s
the son of a gardener employed in this city.  All
are boys of unusually frank and open nppear-
pnce,  Mugford s the oldest, nnd apparcntiy the
more cunning ol the three. He, howoever, can-
didly stated that he got the other boys Lo go
with him into the lettergtoaling buginess, From
facts obteined {rom the boys It wus wscertuined
that the key had been in their possession some
four weeks, and that the number ol letiers
fraudilently obtained was about twoe dozen. All
the clean protts they had obtgined from the
operations wounld not, Towever, amount to more
than twenty fdve cente, a8 the lotters conlained
el her checks or deafls, or else were wero busi-
ness documents,

“he boys eaplained how the cheok In favor of
Collector Woodratf! eame in their possession;
they say thut one of the letters they found in Mr,
Whitnev's box had the pumber of Mr, Woodruoil's
box upon it. With this Information the Hultze
boy went to the post oifflee and oalled for the
letters for Mr, Wooorutt, The folerk [thinking
the boy had no business to take thom, asked
¥ wha* right he hal to call for them, Hultze
replied that Mr. Woodrofl wae In Mansfleld’s hat
store, aud had sent for them, The snswer belng
deemed satisiactory, Hulize wias given the Yot
ters. Among them was the check, which was &
$2900 one, This check the Hultze boy delivered
upfat Mr. Woodrufl's office yesterday, his mother
accompauying him there,”
